The 
principal Articles of which are, 1. The Czar actually 
furnishes the Republick with 12000 Men, Regolar 
Troops, which he will maincain at his own Charge, 
and rectuic during the War. 2. He will advance 
yearly 2 Millions for rhe Army of the Crown and of 
the great Durchy of Lichuasia, as long as thé War 
fhall laft: 3. If his Czarifh Majefty recovers the Po- 
lith Livonia by his Arms, he promifes to give it to 
the Republick, who on her part engages not to treat 
with the Swedes bur in Conjanétion with the Czar. 
Yefterday the whole Army was drawn out, and a
